No. 1 was to fire first, th en 
step back and let No. 
2 sh oot wh ile tie

men th ere was a great drainage canal 
running back from th e Mississippi riv er 
to th e sw am p in th o rear of th e tilled 
land on \\ h i eh we were operating. Along 
th is canal th e British formed, under th e 
fire of th e few artillery pieces I bad 
near enough to th em to get th eir range. 
But th e instant I saw th em I said to 
Coffee, wh om 1 directed to h urry to h is 
line, wh ich was to be first attacked:

C h arge!“ With bayonets at th e ch arge, 1 
th ey came on us ¡it a run. I own it was 
an anxious moment. 
I well knew th e 
ch arging column was made up of th e 
picked troops of th e British army. Th ey 
h ad been trained by th e duke h imself, 
were commanded by bis broth er-in-law 
and h ud successfully h eld off th e ablest 
of Napoleon's marsh als in th e Spanish 
campaign. 
My riflemen h ad nev er st-en 
stu b ¡in attack, nor h ud th ey ev er before 
fough t wh ite men. 
Th e morning, to< , 
w.ts damp. 
Tlndr powder migh t not, 
burn well 
“ Cod h elp us!” I muttered, 
watch ing th e rapidly adv ancing line. 
Sev enty, 60, 50, finally 40 yards, were

th irds of th em killed dead nr mortally 
wounded. 
1 did not know wh ere Gel 
erai Pakenh am was lying, or I sh ould 
h av e sent to h im or gone m pi rson to 
offer any serv ice in my power to render. 


1 was told h e liv ed two h ours after 
h e w as Int. 
His wound was direct! 
th rough th e liv er ¡mil bowels. 
General 
Keene, I h ear, was killed. 
Tin y sent 
a flag to me, asking leav e to gath er 
up th eir wounded and bury th eir dead, 
wh ich , of course, 1 granted. 
1 was told

AN X RAY TEST

There is a great difference in hogs. 
The form, contour and 
face of the 
rounded, 
sleek 
sided, 
short 
legged 
Berkshire and other hogs of high degree 
do not much resemble the angular, ra ­ 
zor hacked bog common throughout 
t ho 
south 
The countenance of the well 
bred, weil cared for species is chubby 
and contented looking, tlx* ears small, 
the snout inclined to turn up rather 
than down 
His less fortunate cousin 
has a long, narrow face, immense, flop­ 
ping ear- that bang disconsolately over 
bis eyes, aud an elongated, pointed 
snout that seems providentially formed 
to aid his earthy explorations. “ Root, 
hog, or d ie,” is a common saying ip 
the country of which this hog is a na­ 
tive, and the swine seem to realize the 
situation. They have long legs ami a l­ 
ways run with their snouts close to the 
ground, conveni* nt for unearthing any­ 
thing eatable which may cot no in their 
way They diligently root up the prom­ 
ising morsel of food and gulp it down, 
w ithout stopping to enjoy it, and run 
on apparently faster than ever, gru nt­ 
ing as they go, in search of something 
more—some favorite acorn or juicy hit 
of grass or berry root., upon whoh they 
largely depend for subsistence. 
Naturally the vast am ount of im per­ 
ative exercise they take ranging through 
the woods effectually prevents their tak­ 
ing on much superfluous flesh, and the 
hair on their narrow backs is as rough 
and coarse as that of the well bred hog 
is smooth and glossy.
